Increasing Organic Hatter ia 
the Boil. 
In all well cropped soils the 
roots of tbe crops, together with 
portions whioh remain upon tbe 
soil, especially when grass is 
raised, form a gradually increas- 
ing amount of organic matter, 
which becomes incorporated 
with the soil by plowing and 
tillage and adds greatly to the 
capacity of the soil. The pres- 
ence of organic matter in the 
soil increases its fertility by 
equalizing the amount of water 
which the soil will retain, so it 
defends the plants against 
drouths. It not only absorbs 
water like a sponge when it rains, 
but in dry weather it abstracts 
moisture from the air which it 
yields to the. plant, besides it 
arrests and retains certain kinds 
of plant food which might other- 
wise be washed away or down 
through the soil by rains. Again, 
by its color, it absorbs tbe heat 
ot the sun and thus warms the 
soil, and by its slow decomposi- 
tion, which is going on all 
through the growing season, it 
produces carbonic acid gas, 
which, being dissolved by the 
water, aids in dissolving and pre- 
paring other constituents of the 
soil to te taken up by tbe crops. 
Organic matter is therefore to be 
increased in soils in which it is 
not naturally too abundant, in 
every economical way. Hence 
composts consisting largely of 
such organic constituents as 
strsw, leaves, swamp hay, sods, 
weeds, peat, swamp muck and 
wood mold, are to be recom- 
mended, quickened with stable 
manure, or with wood ashes or 
lime, in place of concentrated 
fertilizers, which supply only 
the constituents supposed to be 
removed. Those articles, in the 
form of bone dust, ashes, potash 
salts, etc., may well be added 
any compost, and are thus often 
most conveniently applied to the 
■oil. — American Agriculturist 
lor April.

flesh ; then the whole mast, if 
frozen hard, ia thawed and re- 
frozen and thawed again, un- 
til its unsavory end arrives. 
The poultry packers of Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land do otherwise, and tar 
better. The consignments of 
poultry dressed in these States 
show care in handling, and 
command from one to five 
cents per pound higher rates 
than do those of their neigh- 
bora. Occasionally, during 
the winter months, Maryland 
dealers forward drawn poul- 
try to the Eastern States. 
Boston takes kindly to this 
cleanly habit, but as yet New 
York isBhy of the innovation. 
This Maryland poultry is al- 
ways sweet and well-fed, but 
the slaughterers have to learn 
that the akin of the carcass 
must not be torn, the crop 
must be drawn through the 
neck, and the intestines re- 
moved by widening sufficient- 
ly the natural vent of the bird; 
the lege should be taken off 
midway in the shank, and the 
claws properly cleaned and 
allowed to hang, as pliant 
qaila indicate a young and 
healthy bird ; the head should 
not be removed, and the throt- 
tle must be neatly cleared of 
blood ; the feathers must be 
removed dry, and the inside 
of the body wiped with a dry 
cloth. These carcasses should 
be placed for twelve hours in 
a chilling room, then suspend- 
ed in nice crates and forwarded 
in refrigerator cars, when a 
little energy on the part of 
commission men would insure 
a good trade. — American Agri- 
culturist for May. 
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Furniture Polish. 

The subjoined simple prepara- 
tion will be found desirable tor 
cleaning and polishing old furni- 
ture : Gver a moderate fire put a 
perfectly clean vessel. Into this 
drop 2 ounces ot white or yellow 
wax. When melted, add 4 
ounces pure turpentine; then 
stir until cool, when it is ready 
for use. The mixture brings out 
the original color of the wood, 
adding a luster equal to that of 
varnish. By rubbing with a 
piece of fine cork, it may, when 
it fades, be removed. — Electic 
Medical Journal.
